IDF seals territories

The IDF last night declared the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip closed military zones 
for three days, virtually sealing them off in 
an attempt to forestall anticipated violence 
linked to Land Day tomorrow. 

The limitations imposed by the army 
include a ban on movement of Palestinians 
out of the areas, a round-the-clock curfew 
on the Gaza Strip, and closure of the terri- 
tories to media coverage except under es- 
pi ovided by the IDF  Ξροκοσπιδα, 

ce Minister Rabin the sweeping

day, but indicated that they could be extended if 
circumstances warranted it. 

The steps, unprecedented since the 1967 Six 
Day War, were officially explained as security 
measures in advance of Land Day, when Arabs 
in Israel and the territories have planned strikes 
and demonstrations. Rabin said the measure 
was intended to isolate Palestinians in the terri- 
tories from Israeli Arabs. 

Officials fear the Land Day protests 
Arab unrest on both sides of the 
Green Line to a new peak. A top defence 


Official said there were indications that Palestin- 
ian activists in the territories were planning riots 
and armed attacks on Israeli targets in an at-

Large troop teinforcements were moved into 
the territories yesterday, and security forces 
continued rounding up suspected activists. A 
security source said most major organizers had 
been arested. 

Rabin told a Labour Party forum in Ramat 
Gan that the latest restricitions “‘stem primarily 
from oar wish to say, “You have designated 
Land Day, let’s have it out and see who wins.” 

“Secondly, we want to isolate the territories 
from Israeli Arabs, before, during and after 
Land Day. 

“We vai tell them, gentlemen, we are taking 
these steps for security reasons, but remember, 
we bave not yet exhausted all our options.” 

‘Under the travel ban, which went into effect 
at 1 a.m. today, Palestinians in the territories 
cannot travel to work in Israel. They are also 
forbidden to travel to Jordan across the Allenby 
and Damiya Bridges, or to fly abroad from Ben- 
Gurion . Travel across the bridges into 
the West Bank has not been banned. 

The five-hour nightly curfew in the Gaza 
Strip, which has been in effect for the past few 


weeks, was extended at 10 p.m. last night watil 3 
a.m. Friday, Palestinians in the West Bank will 


* not be paraitted to travel from one district to 


another, and will be subject to inspections of 
licences and other documents at checkpoints on 
main roads. 

Joumalists can only enter the territories dur- 
ing this period with the approval of the IDF 
spokesman, or accompanied by an IDF liaison 
officer. Representatives of the IDF spokesman 
were last night trying to arrange pool coverage 
by local and foreign media, but the Foreign 
Press Association said it would boycott any pool 
coverage arrangements. The IDF spokesman 
said his office would supply daily report on 
events in the territories. 

Israelis not living in the territories and tour- 
ists are prohibited from entering the areas, un- 
less they have a permit from the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip military commanders. Non-resident 
Israelis and tourists currently in the territories 
must leave, 

Settlers permanently living in the territories 
may enter and leave the areas and carry out 
“normal” activities there, but will be forbidden 
to gather for any other purpose.

A ἴεν weeks ago, there was a 
sense of urgency, a feeling that 
somehow everything could be 
brought to a marvellously resolving 
climax that, like a storm, would 
wash the air of the tear gas and the 
streets of burnt tyres.

Saleem began to play the piano at 
the. age of seven. After three 
months, his teacher told his mother 
that it was in Saleem's best interests 
to find 4 more talented mentor. 

“Because of the difficulties in- 
volved in finding suitable instruction 
in Nazareth, we found him a teacher 
in Haifa, and would drive him there 
four times a week,” said Maha Ab- 
boud, his mother. 

Saleem's first encounter with the 
international music scene was in the 
home of Professor Arieh Vardi of 
Tel Aviv University, where he was 
taken by his parents and the teacher 
from the Nazareth Conservatory. 

“I was deeply impressed with his 
talent. He had a good ear, a devel- 
oped sense of rhythm, and an under- 
standing of form,” said Vardi. “Giv- 
en his traditional Moslem 
education, his enthusiasm for, and 
expertise in, the classics of Western 
musical culture were especially 
noteworthy.” ᾿ 

Vardi suggested that he study 
.with Valeria Bruskin in Haifa. “Af- 
ter a year had passed, I saw such 
tremendous progress that I knew I 
had been a good matchmaker.” 

Bruskin, who considers Saleem 
one of her most gifted pupils, said: 
“When he began his studies with 
me, I realized that he was already . 
competent in .both lyrical and ‘dra.

matic expression and was eager to 
Jeam even more. He has developed 
diligent study ‘habits, practising 
about five or six hours a’ day.” 


“The biggest danger to his contin-| 


ued success are the intrusions in his 
life — concerts, television shows and 
newspaper interviews.

On the basis of a very successful 
audition, Saleem received a scholar-- 
ship from the Ametica-Israel Cul- 
tural Foundation to subsidize his 
private piano lessons for a year. 
“There were 113 applicants, 28 of 
‘whom received scholarships,” said 
Benjamin Gal-ed, the foundation’s 
executive director. 

Recently, Saleem gave recitals 
with the Haifa Symphony Orchestra 
under Vardi’s direction.

He 
loved to play for the audience. He 
not only bas musical ability, but also 
ἃ talent to communicate.”

|. HAIFA — “We are in a new era in 


the West Bank. After three months 
of the uprising we are used to the 
new life. For us it's normal,” says 
Dr. Mahnioud Fageh, chief ortho- 
pedic surgeon of the Rafidiya gov- 
ernment hospital in Nablus. 

Speaking to reporters yesterday, 
the 39-year-old Syrian-trained sur- 
geon continued: “When you are out 
in the rain for hours, you no longer 
worry about getting wet." = 

Fageh and two other orthopedic 
surgeons, from Gaza, were inter- 
viewed in the Beit Halohem Centre. 
for injured soldiers, where they 
were attending an international 
symposium on the surgical treat- 
ment of arthritis, sponsored by 
Rothschild Hospital's Centre for 
Implant Surgery. 

‘ageh said there was no shortage 
of beds, equipment or medical sup- 
plies at his hospital. Dr. Mohammed 
Salama, 45, and Dr. Nabil al-Shawa, 


‘34, of Shifa Hospital in Gaza, said 
“they too had experienced no short- 


ages, as the government was supply- 
ing all their needs. 

Over 60 per cent of those injured 
in rioting who had been treated at 


Rafidiya hospital had fractures of ¢ 


their upper or lower limbs. “either 
as the result of being beaten with 
sticks, or being hit by bullets,” Fa- 
qeh said. 

Some of the injured took credit 
for throwing stones at soldiers, oth- 
ers claimed they had been “shot at™ 


-in their homes or at work. He could 


vide no figures on the number of 
imjured treated at bis hospital. 


“I am happy that we have bad no 
mortalities among the injured we 
have treated,” he said. The more 
complicated cases are sent to one of 
the Hadassah Hospitals in 
Jerusalem. 


Asked how he felt about attend- 
ing a professional meeting at a cen- 
tre for injured Israeli soldiers, Fa- 
qeb admitted it was "84 tricky 
question. But I have come on a‘sci- 
entific, not a political, mission,” he 
said, “and medicine and science 
must be above events.” Ἢ 


He confirmed that Rothschild 
Hospital had. provided training for 
his staff, and expressed his thanks to 
director David Mendes. But person-

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“WHEN THERE is ἃ sick person in 
the family. most professional assis- 
tance is directed to his needs. Few 
think that the family members are in 
need of help. and they themselves 
don't expect to receive counselling 
because they believe they should be 
ule to cope with, let's say, the crisis 
of aging or with illness of a dear one 
alone,” according to clinical psy- 
chologist Naomi Mor. 

Mor, together with social worker 
Roni Berger and rehabilitation psy- 
chologist Shaul Navon. decided to 
lend such families ἃ helping hand. 
They decided to pool their expertise 
and established the Tomer Institute 
for Medical Psychology just over 
half a year ago to meet the needs of 
family members when medical or 
psychological illness strikes a rela- 
uve. Berger, Navon and Mor are 
Tomer’s three permanent staff 
members, but they consult other ex- 
perts when necessary. 

The institute offers comprehen- 
sive service in the Tet Aviv area for 
parents, children, spouses and other 
relatives affected by medical prob- 
lems by means of family therapy, 
individual counselling, group work 
and by providing information about 
illnesses and aging. Specifically, the 
staff aims to assist families in redi- 
recting their priorities, changing 
their patterns of interaction with 
each other, and dealing with stress 
and tension. 

For example, a middle-aged 
woman with cancer chose to be 
cared for in her home. Her husband 
and three teenaged children strug- 
gled to fulfil her wish. There was, of 
course, a great deal of physical diffi- 
culty and tension connected with her

care, but-her steady decline was 

even harder to bear for the family . 
members. The youngest child began 

to shéw signs of depression and 

withdrawal. The others reacted to 

him with anger and impatience. 

Tt was the patient who described 
the source of tension when a Tomer 
therapist was called into the home at 
the recommendation of the attend- 
ing physician. It was she who sug- 
gested that the psychologist talk 
with the son and help him adjust. 
For three months, the Tomer thera- 
pist visited the family, working with 
the boy and the other family mem- 
bers, eventually restoring a calmer, 
more understanding atmosphere in 
the house. The patient felt better as 
a result, and the others found it 
easier to care for her. The mother 
remained in her bome until her 
death. Despite their sadness, the

never done much around the house 
and found the role reversal especial- 
ly difficult. However, nothing he did 
seemed to satisfy his wife and he 
wanted to place her in an institution. 
Their grown-up children lived in the 
same town but had families of their 


own. ; 
In this case, the Tomer Institute volved. 


staff conducted intensive discussions 
with the wife and busband, together 
and separately. The therapist 
helped each side recognize the 
néeds and frustrations of the other: 
The busband began to realize that 
his wife was actually angry at herself 
for being unable to function as be- 
fore, that she was taking out her 
frustration on him. The wife was 
shown how her husband wanted and 
needed to feel useful despite his in- 
experience in household tasks. The 
children were also brought into the 
picture, and within six weeks the 
situation in the home improved.

The 
young women did so but soon real- 
wed she had made a mistake. Even 
though she enjoyed being spoiled 
and pampered, she felt uncomfort- 
able being cared for.

Perhaps some alcoho!-related fac- 
tors, rather than alcohol itself, ac- 
count for the effect shown by other 
test subjects: “We have difficulty 
explaining why our study differs 
from those other studies," she said. 

Nobody has shown any biological 
reason why alcohol would raise a 
woman's breast cancer risk, she 


said. Chu described results ‘of ἃ 
. study of 3,252 women between the 


ages of 20 and 54 with newly-diag- 


* nosed breast cancer and 2,971 other 


women chosen for comparison. 

All the women were interviewed 
in their homes and asked about their 
alcohol-drinking habits in the previ- 
ous five years. If they drank, they 
were asked to estimate how many 
days a week they drank and how 
much they consumed on each day. 

When information from the two 
groups was compared, Chu said, 
“We found no relationship between 
drinkiog in the past five years and 
breast cancer risk." 

Two studies released in May that 
did find an increase in risk gained a 
lot of attention, she said. The stud- 
ies, directed by scientists at the Har- 
vard School of Public Health and 
the National Cancer Institute, cited 
an apparent increase in risk with as 
few as three drinks a week. But the 
principal authors of both studies 
said the information was not strong 
enough to recommend changes in 
drinking habits.

Doctors’ to suspend sanctions over holiday 


Histadrut, gov’t reach partial 
compromise on health system

The Treasury and the Histadrut 

yesterday moved closer to a possible 

solution of at least some of the trou- 

bles affecting the health system. 

Finance Minister Moshe Nissim 
and Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yisrael Kessar emerged from a 
three-hour meeting with what could 
be a compromise formula to end the 
argument over Kupat Holim Cialit’s 
overtime agreement. 

The government hospital doctors, 
meanwhile. announced that they 
would stop their sanctions for the 
duration of Pessah as a goodwill ges- 
ture. But they said that their current 
sanctions at nine government hospi- 
tals - Rambam, Assaf Harofeh, 
Barzilai, Wolfson, Sieff, Poriya, 
Mazra, Kfar Shaul, and Pardesiya — 
would continue today. 

A 10th hospital, Shaare Zedek in 
Jerusalem, which is officially a pub- 
lic institution but whose doctors are 
classified as government staff, will 
also offer only emergency care 


today. 

Shaare Zedek officials stressed 
yesterday that the threat by govern- 
ment hospital workers not to con- 
duct the traditional preparations for 
Pessah would not affect Shaare Ze- 
dek. They said that the preparations 
have been under way for a number 
of weeks now and the hospital will 
be kosher for Pessah by tomorrow. 

The government hospital doctors 
thaturyrefesed fo grant thai an 
Treasury to grant them an 
overtime agreement similar to that 
signed between Kupat Holim man- 
agement and its doctors. 

This agreement: was reached last 
November as a one-time deal in Ku- 
pat Holim’s efforts to shorten

But the Kupat Holim spokesman 
said last night that no agreement 
had been reached yesterday and that 
Kupat Holim’s management was 


meet again within the next few days, 
after teams from both sides have 
studied ways of ameuding the origi- 
nal Kupat Holim accord to deal with 
these two points.

cleaning materials and detergents. 
Over the past week, he said, the 
pick-up has been felt in purchases of 
actual food products, whose ‘sales 


-have jumped by 50%. 


Morli says in general, shoppers 
have been buying more of every- 
thing, and have not really concen- 
trated their purchases on specific 
products. 

In addition to the Hypercol’s tradi- 
tional clientele, he says, over the 
past few weeks, he has also seen a 


large number of: new shoppers who 
he believes had previously done 
their shopping in the outdoor 
marketplaces. 

Chana Dafni, a manager at the 
Beit Hakerem supermarket, says 
the big sellers in recent days have 
been beverages, particularly wine, 

kosher for Passover soups 
and biscuits. Although she has no 


figures to prove it, Dafni believes «ἢ 


there has been a slight drop in pur- 
chases this Pessah season compared 
with last year. The fact that inflation 
has stabilized, she says, probably 
explains this development: Shop- 
pers are no longer as obsessive 
about buying everything in sight be- 
fore prices go up. 

Tal is convinced that the security 
situation in the country has also in- 
directly affected the supermarket 
business. “ There is ‘no doubt that 
these days people prefer to be inside 
a store, rather than outside in an- 
open marketplace," he says.
